K$ possibility that 
several new county board- 
members will be elected 
from district three is strong, 
with only two incumbents, 
one Democrat and one 
Republican, seeking re- 
election on the March. 16 
ballot. 

Incumbents Janet 
Morrison, Roland Sandee 
and Donald Owen are not 
seeking re-election. The new 
d i'slr i ct~includes^Newpor tp- 
Zion and Benton Townships 
and the ' north half of 
Waukegan Township, 
basically bounded by Rte. 
132 on the south. 

Democrat Sam Payne has 
been on the county board for 
10 years. He is vice-chair- 
man of the forest "preserve . 
development committee and 
chairman of a forest preser- 
ve committee in charge of. 
citizen participation 
meetings. He has served on 
the public works committee 
and ad hoc committee to 
save Winchester House and 
also worked to save the Part- 
nership; For Health clinic. 
He is a member and served 
as vice-chairman of the. law 
and judicial committee and 
also vice chairman of plan- 
ning, . zoning, and en- 
vironmental quality and 
plat's committees. 

One .of Payne's main 
priorities is dealing with 
solid waste. He said he has 
some ideas what should be 
done and feels that "it is 
time for the county board to 
place it on the table and 
discuss it and work to solve 
the problem." 

He also feels that the work 
release program for 
criminals should be preser- 
ved, citing that it helps to 
make a prisoner productive 
and saves the county money. 

He wants to seemore im- 
provement „on ^highways _in 
the unincorporated areas of 
the county. He supports the 
continued operation of Win- 
chester House and hopes 
that the voters "see fit to 
create a tax levy for it." . 

Payne said he has walked

What was at first expected 
to be a real cakewalk for 
David Barkhausen has tur- 
ned into a real catfight to 
decide who will, be the 
senator.: from the new 30th 
district. 

Barkhausen, a state rep 
from Waukegan, emerged 
from a bloated field in the 
Republican Primary to 
become the Republican can- 
didate for senate in the 30th 
district. 

Meanwhile, State i Rep. 
Donald Deuster (R-Sylvan 
Lake) lost his challenge to 
State Sen. Jack Schaffer (R- 
Cary) in the 32nd senate 
district. He then announced 
that 'although he was not 
abandoning his Republican 
ideology, he was organizing 
a third party attempt to.win 
^election in the district_'__ 



Seeing the possibility of a 
strong Republican split, the 
Democratic Central Com- 
mittee nominated its can- 
\ ' didate, Barbara Monsor, 59, 
of Lake Bluff and the race 
wason. 

Deuster said that the 
retirement of veteran State 
Sen. Karl Berning <R- 
Deerfield), a long-time 
friend, . .and Barkhausen's 
flip flop on the Equal Rights 
.-—Amendment were the main 
reasons behind his decision 
to run. 

The decision immediately 
. brought a strong blast from 
County Republican Chair- 
• man Robert Neal of Wa'd- 
sworth. "He cannot win, he 
can only hurt r the Republican 
Party and _all of its can- 
didates as well-as his own 
chances to ever run as a 
Republican candidate 
again,'.' said Neal. 

Deuster said he was 
-iihelped-by_the_altacJL_as 



were many of my sup- 
porters. They were "angered 
by it and inspired to work 
harder." 
But Deuster said he was 



going to : "avoid political 
-bickering" and not "strike 
back at my opponents." 

Deuster. said there has 
been "a little sniping" and 
"I regret th v e cir- 
cumstances." He called his x 
.decision a delayed reaction 
to the Democratic redisric- 
ting: 

"The title's not important,, 
it's the content, just like a 
book; This is a new election; 
a new situation," said 
Deuster. 

v One advantage Deuster 
does hold is name 
recognition, having served 
much of the district as a 
stale representative. One 
disadvantage he has is a lack 
of funding, "but I've had 10 
years of service" in the 
legislature. I don't need to 
print a lot o f adv ertising."' 

Deuster^ has taken an ac- 

tiyeroll in aftacking~the 
teenage, drunken driving 
problem and taken the 
initiative in organizing a 
bistate coalition of 
legislators to attack com- 
mon problems along the. 
state line. 

Deuster said the biggest 
. concerns among con- 
stituents are the RTA and 
the roads as well as tfte 
economy. "They haven't ar\ 
liculated social goals," he 
noted.' 

Deuster said people know 
the stale senate can't control 
federal spending or the 
economy \ "but they want'an 
experienced person in the 
. senate guiding j them," he 
said. 

His personal goals are to 
attack crime, "and I've ac- 
complished a good bit in that 
area. Deuster said he would 
like to reform the juvenile 
crime, act to allow names 
.a nd_ide ntitiesof juvenile pf- 



fenders to be made public. 
"This will discourage 
juvenile offenders. Until now 
the" emphasis has been on 
shielding them, but it's im- 



.portant for people to know if 
there's a dangerous juvenile 
livine in their . neigh- 
borhood," said Deuster. 

Deuster said he also has 
some thoughts on education, 
including reform and 
relaxation of state man-, 
dates. Programs such as 
drivers ed should be decided 
on by the school district. 
"They can best evaluate the 
cost and value of drivers ed 
along with other activities 
when studying the budget," 
said Deuster. 

Deuster would also like to 
see reform for physical 
education .requirements. 
"One of my constituents is 
(pro tennis star) Andrea 
Jaeger and when she's in 
school she has to take gym, 
Football players and other 
varsity athletes shouldn't 
have to take physical 
education classesrltdoesn' 
.make sense. Schools should 
be allowed to adopt their "own 
policies on exemptions from 
phys ed. We have to free up 
schools from a budgetary 
point of view and let them 
decide," said Deuster, 

The school aid formula 
should also be revised, he 
.said, noting •'■ that the 
multiplier is not necessary 
and should be abolished, but

Deuster said there has to 
be some form of tax increase 
for the state's roads;~ u bul we 
must be extremely 
restrained in that area," he 
said.

They support funding for the 
RTA with proper reforms," 
said Deuster. 

Deuster suggested that the 
RTA board be made up of 
equal numbers of members 
from .the city and suburbs 
with a neutral chairman, ap- 
pointed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the 

senate. 

. Deuster also pointed to Ihe 

repeal of the inheritance tax, 
which he led, as the begin- 
ning of an "overall effort to 
convince business leaders all 
over the.

Deuster said he would op- 
pose any increase in income 
or sales lax because of its af- 
fects on businesses or in- 
dividuals.. "We will increase 
revenues as the economy im- 
proves," he noted. 
_An issue in Ihe campaign 
~has been cri ticism by his op- 
ponents of peusler's at- 
tendance, a criticism he 
acknowledges. "Active and 
experienced legislators do a

"People could commit a 
crime simply by passing 
through a town and not even 
know it," he noted. 

"The root of the problem is 
the criminal action, that 
handguns are u_sed in the 
commission of a crime. The . 
stale needs to look at a man- 
datory sentence for of- 
fenders who use firearms in 
the commission of a crime. 
We need to gel tough on the 
criminals who use them, not 
the citizens," said Churchill. [

Crane holds a strong ad- 
vantage due to his name 
recognition and the fact that 
he is running in a. strongly 
* Republican district. Known 
for running up large victory 
margins in previous 
■ congressional races. Crane 
says he will be satisfied if he 
pulls 60 percent of the vote 
the first time around in his 
"new" 12th district. 

Crane has served in the 
JEJ.S. House since 1969, but 
became a nationally 
recognized figure when he 
entered several early 
Presidential primaries in 
1980. 

He is a ranking 
Republican on the House 
Ways and Means .Committee 
and serves on sub- 
. committees on health. Social 
Security and oversight. 

DeFosse has been running 
a vigorous, if. not woefully 
under-funded, campaign 
against Crane. 
. , He has hit hard on the fact . 
that Crane has had poor at- 
tendance, which Crane 
refutes, and that Crane is 
ineffective in Washington. 

"There's too. many 
congressmen like Phil Crane 
who are great at talking 
about what the problems 
are, but have done nothing to 
solve them," said DeFosse. 
Surprisingly, DeFosse says , 
the Ted Kennedy's and Tip " 
O'Neils at the other end of 
the spectrum are just as 
guilty. "They've thrown 
money down tjie rat hole 
without solving anything. 
They ^don't belong there 
either," DeFosse said. 

"Since coming to congress 
in 1969, my goals have 
always been to restrict the- 
influence of federal govern- 
ment in our daily lives, to 
limit the spending powers, to 
reduce" the huge federal 
deficit and balance the 
budget and to provide for a 
strong ^ national defense," 
said Crane. . 

"I believe, along With. 
Presient Reagan, that the 
American dream is still 
, alive and when returned to 
Congressin November, I will 
continue to vote against all 
reckless spending proposals 
and do everything possible^o 

_. protect and, expand the 

freedoms which- exist in this 
country and fuel the creative 



genius that makes America ; , 
great,". Craneadde d: 

Crane criticizes. DgFosse's '" 
attacks on his- attendance, 
saying the figures he's using 
just aren't accurate "and 
he's i been told* that but 
chooses to ignore it. Cer- 
tainly I have enough . 
vulnerabilities .that can 
legitimately* be challenged 
that he shouldn't have to 
misrepresent my at- 
tendance," Crane added. 

The problems the nation . 
faces today, said Crane, 
were not ^caused by the 
Republicans, but by the fact 
that v the Democrats have 
controled congress every 
year except four since 1930. 
Crane blamed the nation's 
ballooning deficit on House 
Speaker Tip O'Neil, "the 
biggest spender of all time," 
saying the "Tip O'Neil men- 
tality in. the House is the 
sotfrce j)f all of our. problems. 
Until /Bob Michael (House 
minority leader) presides in 
the House, you won't see a ; 
balanced budget and we're 
still down 53 vqtes," said 
Crane. 

That is why much of the 
past few months, Crane has 
been campaigning for "other 
Republican candidates 
nationwide, "When you have 
a lock on a race, you help out 
the party wherever you 
can," said Crane. 

Acknowledging that some 
of DeFosse's positions are 
not as extreme as O'Neil's, 
Crane added that electing 
him and other Democrats to 
corfgress guarantees that 
O'Neil continues to be 
speaker of the house and 
hence controls all com- 
mittees and all legislation 
going through the congress. 

Crane has countered 
DeFosse's charges of poor 
attendance by explaining 
that recorded roll call voles 
of the ways and means com- 
mittee are made for political 
reasons and "only reflect 
about 10 percent of the votes 
actually taken." - 

Crane said that he would 
not support -the ERA amend- 
ment if reintroduced: "It's' 
redundant. The 14th amend- 
ment protects everyone. At. 
one time the courts-* ini.r 
terpreled that the word 'per- 
son' did not apply to women, 
but the courts of today, I'm 
sure, would interpret 'per-, 
son' as to include women as 
well as men* 

"The pursuit of equal ac- 
cess is a desireable goal, but 
it can be done satisfactorily 
and ongoing descrimination 
can be pursued through the 
courts," Crane said. 
. Crane sa id he does not sup- 
..port a nuclear' weapons 
freeze. "You can't trust 
them (communists) after 
they violated one of the most 
sacred agreements ever 
agreed to by using chemical 
aad biological warfare in 
Vietnam an"d Afghanistan!" 

"The only thing they will 
respect is -Strength,'!, sai'd 
Crane; adding that a freeze

would be "throwing away a 
trump card." Crane adding 
that if Americans want to 
truely see arms reductions, 
they will stay away from a 
"public policy of inferiority. 
That will mean it is no longer 
necessary for them 
(Russians) to talk," said 
Crane. 

Crane also is a great sup- 
porter of the proposed flat 
rate income lax; "In every 
instance, taxpayers will be 
paying lower taxes. The' 
people who will end up 
paying more are the ones not 
paying taxes in some of the 
highest income brackets," 
said Crane. 

The United States has gone 
as far as it can in dealing 
with the Israelis, accordmg 
to Crane, because Ihe nation 
serves as a "staunch ally, a 
bullwark of stability in the 
region.. I thifSk we need to get 
both Syria and Israel out of 
Lebanon and leave Lebanon 
to the Lebanese." x 

On the Palestinian 
autonomy question, Crane 
said "the Palestinians deser- 
ve a homeland, but none of 
us has the insight to deter- 
mine what the formulation 
should be." 

Crane also, does not sup- 
port the draft, calling it an 
"unnecessary harassment. 
Bui it is law today and I find 
it reprehensible that anyone 
would consider it that great 
a -matter of principle that it 
is worth going lo jail over. If 
I could, I'd vote it ' out 
tomorrow, but next year- 
when my son is 18, he will 
register." 

On the question of Right To 
life,-Crane said if a majority 
of Ihe slate legislatures feel 
a constitutional amendment 
is necesary, they will pass it 
and it will become law. 
"Showing reverence for 
human life, the prolclion of 
life and liberty, is the first 
obligation of the govern- 
ment .. But I think to remove 
the issue from national 
debate is desireable,'^. said 
Crane. 

DeFosse, who has been, a 
residenrof "Lake Coupty for 



12 years, says he is running 
because "I'm tired of gover- 
nment double talk and its 
almosttotal refusal to deal 
with the working person's 
problems." 

He has campaigned on the 
theme of sending a 'working 
man' to congress. 

DeFosse claims that 
"Reaganomies, or supply 
side econqmics^lid not work 
in the *20s whe^TiTwas called 
, 'trickle down' and it will not 
work x now. Human nature 
being what it is, if you pump 
money up io the rich, you 
must also develop ways to 
channel that money back in- 
to the communities, not hold 
it in reserve or invest ■ it in 
foreign countries," said 
DeFosse. , 

People who are impressed 
thai Crane ran for President 
should ask, "what happened 
to his campaign for 
President? He lost, mainly 
because ofj^rlliam Loeb's 
editorials which painted him 
as ineffectual; a loser," said 
DeFosse. 

'[The man is a fake. He's 
not a Republican, he's not a 
friend of the .taxpayer. A 
friend creates programs to 
solve problems and Crane 
hasn't, done that," said 
DeFosse.) "His attendance is 
bad and he is ineffective. 
This district* doesn't deserve 
Phil Crane. We're hard 
-working people," he added. 

DeFosse said he would 
vote for the Equal Rights 
Amendment. "We, do need it. 
We've tried unsuccessfully 
to correct unequal treatment 
•of women. We need a federal 
push." 

DeFosse favors a nuclear 
freeze saying "parity is 
almost impossible lo 
achieve. Building nuclear 
weapons uses a lot of money 
that could be used to rebuild 
business and for programs 
here at home." 

Two-thirds of 'the national 
-budget js^fens.e^andSocial 
.Security, claims DeFosse. 
"We need lo get defense 
spending under control. I've 
advocated a defense spen- 
ding board^to_reyiew_aij 



defense contracts oyer 
$100,000. "Military experts in 
the Pentagon and the 
lawyers and polical science 
majors in congress are not 
.prepared to deal with defen- 
se spending in a; business- 
like manner." 

Once defense spending has 
been tackled. Social Security 
is next and DeFosse has 
devised a plan which he 
thinks will help save the 
system. It includes having 
everyone paying into the 
system and removing the 
disability program and 
returning the program to a 
supplementary status. 

"Once Social Security is 
brought under control it will 
pay for itself and beeSme 
self sufficient," "said 
DeFosse. 

Once Social Security and 
, defense spending have been 
brought under control, 
"you'll see a noticeable 
decrease in the federal 
budget," DeFosse said. 
-DeFosse says the flat rate _ 
tax plan sounds great and so 
,does the fact that everyone 
will be paying less in the long, 
run, "But ask yourself why 
the congressmen aren't jum- 
ping in to do it,* he said. 

"I think we need to sim- 
plify the system with less 
forms,*' he added. . 

DeFosse is in favor of cut- 
ting aid to Israel; 'if they 
don't leave Lebanon. I'm not 
.Anti-Israel, but I am anli-. 
Begin and the government in 
its, present form. We've 
created a bad step-child and 
its time we put our foot down 
and stopped spending our 
tax dollars in another coun- 
try," said DeFosse. 

DeFosse also supports a 
draft registration. "We have 
to be prepared for a national 
emergency, but I don't sup 
port a draft unless there is t 
declared stale of war." 

On Right To Life, DeFosse 
said most amendments he's 
seen are "unenforceable" 
and he does not support anti- 
abortion legislation although 
he .would like to see abor- 
tions after the first trimester 
stopped. 

Joan Jarosz has been cam- 
paigning on . traditional 
Libertarian principles. She 
supports a strong, well- 
equipped "militia'-' to secure 
cili'zens"~nghts and protect 
the country, but "we must 
also respect the liberties of 
other nations and must limit 
our armed forces to defense 
purposes only." 

She believes minimum 
wage laws should .be 
abolished and regulations on 
industry removed to in- 
crease competition both at 
< home and abroad. 

Individuals, corporations 
and Ihe government must be 
held liable for their useof 
.land, air and waterways and 
reslituUon_for damage set- 
t led in. the courts. • 
. Jarosz believes that Social 
Security and entitlement 
programs are designed to 
ma ke Jh_e_public_^dependen t 



on tnq government and as a 
r/fsul I, secure positions for 
those in office who "promise 
more free lunches. All 
should be seriously 
examined and reforms in- 
stituted." 

Libertarians believe thai 
laxationof any sort is a form 
of theft. "The power to tax 
income was specifically, 
denied ^by the founding 
fathers aslShey knew il would 
open the door for the govern- 
ment to engage in all types of 
interference for which il 
would never have the capital 
otherwise. 

"I advocate the repeal of 
the 16th amendment which is 
blatantly unconstitutional," 
Jarosz added. 

She also called the draft "a 
form of slavery which we 
passed a constitutional 
amendment to abolish long 
ago."

McClory's old 
13th district and portionsof 
Phil Crane's 12lh district and 
Porter's lOlh district. 

He is challenged by Stale 
Rep. Eugenia Chapman (R- 
Arlington Heights),' current 
Illinois House minority whip. 

Chapman has attacked 
Porter for his support of 
President Reagan and the 
administration's programs, 
-especially, Reaganomics, 
while Porter has . been .run- 
ning on his record and that of ' 
the Reagan administration. 

Recently Vice President - " 
George Bush was in town to 
hype Porter's campaign and 
U.S. Sen. Ted Kennedy (D- 
Mass.) came to town for 
Chapman, further polarizing 
the two candidates. 
, "That illustrates where we 
are in the parties," said Por- 
ter. "She's a Kennedy- 
McGovern Democrat and 
I'm a. Reagan-Bush 
Republican," said Porter. 
. Porter, 46, was born in 
Evanston, the son of the late 
Judge Harrry H. Porter who 
was a Conk County Circuit 
Court Judge for many years. 

Porter attended 

Massachusettes Institute of 
Technology and received his 
undergraduate degree from 
Northwestern. He earned his 
law degree from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Law School. 

Porter served three terms 
in the Illinois House, 1973-79. 
Porter is completing his first 
term in congress, elected in 



Jan. 1980 to filla vacancy in 
the ltith district and re- 
elected to a full two-year 
term in the general election 
Nov. 4; 1980 with a Gl percent 
margin and a 49,000 vote 
plurality, 

Porter is considered well 
in !; tunc ' to the ad-. 
ministration's policies, rales 
high in supporting spending 
cuts and rales well on en- 
vironmental issues: He has 
differed with Ihe ad- 
ministration on Ihe issue of 
cutting defense spending. 

Porter notes that he is. in a 
unique situation with three 
military installations in his 
district— Great Lakes Naval 
Base! Ft. Sheridan and Glen- 
view Air Base. Porler noted 
that the administration's 
policies don't appear too en- 
danger any of those bases' 
existance in (he near future. 

Porler said :he has found 
widespread support- for the 
President 's- econom ic 
program. adding thai "three 
out of four people would like 
to see the military budget, 
cut too." 

Mosl concerns center 
around the economy which 
he said the President "has 
addressed beautifully." 

Of his campaign. Porter 
says he and Chapman are 
"hitting on the issues." • 

His campaign has been 
aided, by endorsements from 
McClo'ry and Crane on radio 
spots and he says he feels

than any of the others." 

Porter noled that there is a 
lot of money in some areas of 
the district and a lot is being 
spent by both candidates.

Porter is running on a 
record of service to the com- 



mupity, a- record he says he 
is proud of. "We'll continue 
to Communicate with the 
district like we've always 
done," he said, noting public 
forums '■ and conferences 
have been held throughout 
(he ibllv distict on specific 
areas of "concrn 'such as 
education and the en- 
vironment.. 

Porler noted that eight 
members of his staff, or half 
his entire staff, will be 
utilized in the district. That's 
more than most 
congressmen. Porler said if

She has also been a strong 
advocate of education, men- 
tal, health, womens rights, 
labor and programs for the 
elderly.
